COCKS BEATEN FOR CONGRESS 


Democrat Elected in Roosevelt's 


Home District. 


Fargo, N. P., Nov. 9.—Tho vote in 
North Dakota is less than 75 per cent 
of that cast two years 
ago. 
Re 
turns are coming in very slowly, and ( 
little certainty is expressed except in 
regard to the election of the governor. 
Both parties concede the election of 
Governor Burke, the Democrats by a 
majority of 8,000 and the Republicans 
by from 1,800 to 3,000. 
The election of Hanna, Republican, 
for congress, is practically assured. A 
state legislature will undoubtedly be 
carried by the Republicans also. 
For congress the Republican candi­ 
dates have carried big, as have all the j 
otner Republican state candidates, and 
their election is assured. 
New York, Nov. 9.—John A. Dix, a 
business man, and the first Demo­ 
cratic 
nominee 
elected 
in 
sixteen 
years, will be the next governor of 
New York. 
He w’as chosen by the peo­ 
ple over Henry I.. Stimson, Repub 
lican, for whom Theodore Roosevelt 
stumped 
the 
state, by 
a 
plurality, 
based on nearly complete returns, of 
from 55,000 to 65,000. 
New York city 
gave him a plurality of more than 
100,000, while Stimson came down to 
the Bronx with about 40,000, leaving a 
substantial lead for the Democratic 
nominee, 
The normal Republican majority up­ 
state was greatly reduced. 
The in­ 
clement weather tended to cut down 
the rural vote, and Stimson’s esti­ 
mated plurality to the borders of New 
York city—about 40,000—is less by 20,- 
OOO than the upstate vote polled by 
Hughes in 1908. 
Both the senate and assembly's re­ 
turns ran strongly Democratic, and 
there were some notable upsets in 
even the congressional districts. 
Rep­ 
resentative Herbert A. Parsons, a life­ 
long friend and political associate of 
Theodore 
Roosevelt, 
and 
formerly 
chairman of 
the 
Republican county 
committee, was ousted by Jefferson 
M. Levy. 


Cocks Defeated by L ittleton. 


Representative VV. VV. Cocks of Nas­ 
sau 
county, 
Theodore 
Roosevelt’s 
home seat, was tipped out by Mal tin 
Littleton. 
William S. Bennett was de­ 
feated for congress by Henry George, 
a son of the political economist. 
Sereno Payne, father of the tariff 
bill, was re-elected, but his hometown, 
Auburn, went for Dix. and Vice Presi­ 
dent Sherman's candidate for congress 
was defeated by a Democrat. 
Repre­ 
sentative Hamilton Fish, Republican, 
gave ground to Richard IO. Connell, a 
Democrat. 
Not 
only 
did 
Colonel 
Roosevelt lose on the state ticket and 
his candidate for congress in Nassau 
county, but his home town went for 
Dix 
and 
the 
Democrats 
jubilantly 
shouted that they had “brat him to a 
frazzle.” 
There were even indications that 
the Democrats might seize a working 
majority in the legislature and dictate 
the nomination of 
the next 
junior 
United States senator to succeed Sen­ 
ator Chauncey M. Depew, but more 
complete returns will be necessary to 
settle this issue. 
It was hard to say whether the news 
that Oyster Bay had gone Democratic 
or the small vote polled by the follow­ 
ers of Mr. Hearst caused the most joy 
at 
Democratic 
headquarters. 
The 
leaders acknowledged, however, that 
the same causes that helped the Dem­ 
ocratic ticket in Massachusetts, New 
Jersey 
and 
Connecticut 
and 
other 
states 
where 
notable 
gains 
were 
shown contributed to the election of 
Mr. Dix. 
Mr. Stimson attributed his defeat to 
causes 
nationwide 
and

It is known that 
the Democrats have gained at least 
twenty-six seats in the house, includ 
log two previously secured in Maine. 
Republicans gained from the Demo­ 
crats twro seats, making the Demo­ 
cratic net gain at least twenty-four, 
which is sufficient to give them con­ 
trol.
